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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 43 - 56 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either singularly or in combination, at 
least one contact pad and at least one sensitive element connected to said at least one contact pad 
by an electrical connection, said sensitive element, said contact pad and said electrical 
connection forming an assembly, said assembly comprising a first lager insulated fi-om a 
substrate by an insulator layer, said assembly including at least one trench in the first layer, said 
assembly being covered by a package cap, said package cap comprising at least one opening 
above the at least one contact pad and being integral with, on the one hand, the contact pad on 
the edges of the opening and, on the other hand, a zone of the first layer located beyond the 
trench in relation to the assembly. Orcutt et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 6,452,238) and Martin et al. (U. S. 
Pat. No. 6,465,280) teach at least one contact pad and at least one sensitive element connected to 
the at least one contact pad by an electrical connection, the sensitive element, the contact pad and 
the electrical connection forming an assembly, the assembly being covered by a package cap, the 
package cap comprising at least one opening above the at least one contact pad and being 
integral with. However, Orcutt et al. and Martin et al. do not teach the assembly comprising a 
first layer insulated from a substrate by an insulator layer and the assembly including at least one 
trench in the first layer, the contact pad on the edges of the opening and a zone of the first layer 
located beyond the trench in relation to the assembly set forth in claim 43.
